Many new IHinois law 


AIDS, seat belts, drunken driv- 
ing and child protection are 
among dozens of topics for new 
laws that were effective Jan 1. 

In all, nearly 500 Illinois laws 
went into effect in the new year. 

A package of anti-AIDS 
bills — including measures to 
trace the sexual contacts of 
AIDS carriers and requiring 
AIDS tests of all persons getting 
married in the staté — took 
effect Jan. 1. And there is a 
tough new drunken driving law. 

Drivers who forget to buckle 
up won't have to .worry. about 
getting stopped by police as long 
as they drive carefully and obey 
other traffic laws. 

There-also are new laws to 
children ~~ from sexual 
abuse, particularly by~ family 
members. 

Following is a listing of some 
of the major laws effective Jan 
1, 1988: 

AIDS: The first measure 
establishes a program of ‘‘cons 
tact tracing,” requiring the state 
public heajth department to con- 
tact and warn the sexual part- 
ners of AIDS victims and carri- 
ers.
